Succession Of “Battloships” 

It ‘is, In fact, a long succession of 
battleships, as though miles and miles 
of capital ehlps as powerful og H.M.S. 
Hood had been placed Jn file, The 
only difference jis that the Maginot 
Line Js fixed instead of belng mobliec. 

The cross flres of its turrets cover 
on ares of ground which makes It 
Impossible for an enemy to approach 
it. One of Sts lending offleers re- 
marked, “The Germans will brealc 
thelr tecth on the Maginot Line if 
ever they get near it.’ 

The doorkeeper of one of the 
principal works of the Line has play- 
ed in the French Army Assoctatior

The Maginot Linc fs the last word 
in perfection. Nothing has been 
overlooked: and the advantaye of its 
defenders over possible attackers fs a

It Is a gigantic underground work-

J. M. Keynes, the English’ 
economist, has been putting up 
n proposition for paying for the 
war which, at first sight, looks 
like a conjuror’s device for 
enabling everyone to hand over 
money to the State and yet have:

TANKS TO 
‘CARRY 
WOUNDED 


TIME SAVED IN LESS 
‘SERIOUS CASES: 


By RICHARD CAPELL 
“Telegraph” Wor Correspondent 


With the French Army. 

‘The idea of making tunks do the 
work of stretcher-bearcrs would have 
seemed fantastic in the other war, 

But a day or two ago, when ona 
visit to a battalion in the: line, I 
happened to- see .the notion realised 
in practice. : 


The tank in question was one of 
the smallest of the breed. Compared 
with the original tanks which so 
much surprised those of us who were 
up by High Wood in the Somme in 
September, 1916, ‘it is a Yorkshire 
terrier by the side of a wolfhound, 

The French call these little tanks 
chenillettes. They are not morc 
thin 3ft high. It is amazing to sce 
how the little: monsters get across 
rough country and how thoy cHmb, 

Thelr principal busincis is to con~ 
vey ammunition to the’ front line; 
and If they bring back wounded on 
the return: journey, these must be 
patients in a state to put up with a 
certain amount of jolting. : 


‘Quicker Than Stretcher 


My porticular chenillette came in 
from a company aid post to the bat- 
talion medical officer with aman who 
had been ‘wounded by a grenade. 
Without going into details, it may be 
sald that the-ground-swas-less favour 
able fo stretcher-bearing than Hamp- 
stead Heath would be. 


I do not suggest that conveyance 
by tink is ever likely to be the or- 
dinary means of bringing in the 
wounded, and the man with the 
grenade wound was probubly glad, 
enough to be transferred from the 
trailer of the chenillette into the 
motor ambulance which was waiting 
for him at the battalion ald post. 

But he had been brought wong in 
nbout a quarter of the time which a 
squid of stretcher ~ bearers would 
have taken. 


Strong Medical Service 
The sector of the front I was 


visiting has been the scene of a 
certain activity, but here, as else- 
where, If ensualties had been multl- 
plicd by 200, the medical service 
would still huve been ready.

LONDON, (UP).—The archives of 


the Prize Court, which passes on the 


disposition of contraband cargocs

-| blockade. are filled with accounts of 


many thrilling.captures and bizarre 
incidents of tho past. 

During tho Inst war, thousands of 
tons of grain, coffee, ores, phosphate 
rock, nitrate of sod, hides, petroleum, 
vegetable oils, salt, copper, alumin- 


-dum,—lard;-bacon-meat;-fruity- cocoa, 


rubber, fertilizer, tobacco, machinery, 
brick, tools, chemicals and coal were 
seized, : 

Some unique cargocs also: fell 
under the authority of the court. 
One, was consignment of alligators, 
frogs and snakes for the Berlin Zoo, 
They were condemned as enemy 
property ond exhibited as prisoners 
of war. 

There was a shipment of human 
halr from Chinn destined for wigs 
for German women, and a long argu- 


ment ‘whether sausage skins were |- 


food. When the counsel produced an 
exhibit of the slimy casings for saus- 
ages the court observed: 

“Take them away, certainly not.” 

Some of the diMecult cases’ before 
the court concerned the shipment of 
goods for Germany through Den- 
mark. Some 73,000,000 pounds of 
foodstuffs, rubber and hides, and lard 
were consigned from New York ‘to 
Denmark. This quantity represented 
13° times ‘the normal shipment of 
Hoods via thls channel.
